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1. THIS TELEGRAM PROVIDES GUIDANCE FOR POSTS IN THEIR 
DISCUSSIONS WITH HOST GOVERNMENTS FOR PLANS FOR CCMS 
OCTOBER 1974 PLENARY. POSTS SHOULD DRAW ON POINTS MADE 
BELOW AS APPROPRIATE. POST GENERALLY SHOULD ENCOURAGE 
ALLIES-SPECIFICALLY THEIR SUBSTANTIVE MINISTERIAL OR 
POLICY LEVEL, AS WELL AS EXPERTS-TO PARTICIPATE. IN- 
DIVIDUAL TELEGRAMS HAVE BEEN SENT TO CERTAIN POSTS WHERE 
FURTHER FOLLOW-UP ACTION IS DEEMED NECESSARY. IN FUR- 
THERING U.S. CCMS POLICIES DESCRIBED BELOW. POSTS SHOULD 
BEAR IN MIND IMPORTANCE OF ASSURING THAT EXPERT 
OPINION ON PARTICULAR SUBJECT IS ENUNCIATED BY POLICY 
REPRESENTATIVES AT PLENARY. 

2. GENERAL: IN U.S. VIEW, PRINCIPAL ACTIONS AT PLENARY 
SHOULD BE: 

(A) APPROVAL OF FINAL INLAND WATER POLLUTION 
PILOT STUDY REPORT. 

(B) INDICATION BY DELEGATIONS OF INTENT TO 
SIGN CCMS SOLAR ENERGY MEMORANDUM OF UNDER- 
STANDING. 

(C) FINAL FOLLOW-UP REPORT FOR DISASTER ASSISTANCE 
PILOT STUDY. 

CD) INITIATION OF CCMS FOLLOW-UP ACTIVITIES TO 
OIL SPILLS RESOLUTION. 

(E) PROPOSAL OF NEW AIR POLLUTION PILOT STUDY BY 
FEDERAL REPUBLIC OF GERMANY. 

(F) PRESENTATION BY FRG OF FINAL REPORT ON AMBULA- 
TORY HEALTH CARE. 

3. DELEGATION: 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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(A) U.S. DELEGATION WILL AGAIN BE HEADED BY RUSSELL E. TRAIN. 
ADMINISTRATOR OF THE ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION AGENCY; 
ALTERNATE U.S. REPRESENTATIVE WILL BE JOHN W. BARNUM, UNDER 
SECRETARY OF TRANSPORTATION. AS IN PREVIOUS CCMS PLENARIES, 
MANY OTHER SENIOR OFFICIALS FROM INTERESTED U.S. AGENCIES 
WILL BE PRESENT. TENTATIVE DELEGATION LIST SENT SEPTEL. 

(B) AS IN PAST, POSTS SHOULD STRESS THAT EFFECTIVENESS 
OF CCMS PLENARY DEPENDS IN LARGE PART ON LEVEL AND 
CALIBER OF REPRESENTATIVES ATTENDING FROM SUBSTANTIVE 
AGENCIES INVOLVED WITH CCMS PROJECTS. 

(C) ACTION: DEPARTMENT WOULD APPRECIATE POSTS RE- 
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PORTING ON PROBABLE DELEGATION LISTS FROM EACH ALLIED 
COUNTRY. EMBASSIES SHOULD ALSO ENCOURAGE PARTICIPATION 
BY ALLIED ENVIRONMENT MINISTERS AT ROUND TABLE DISCUSSIONS. 

REQUEST EMBASSIES, AS APPROPRIATE, SEEK HIGHEST POSSIBLE 
REPRESENTATION FROM APPROPRIATE DOMESTIC MINISTRIES. 

4. ROUNDTABLE: 

(A) U.S. HOPES TO ENCOURAGE MAXIMUM GIVE AND TAKE 

AT ROUND TABLE WITH EMPHASIS BEING ON EXCHANGE OF IDEAS 
RATHER THAN ON READING OF SPEECHES. ADMINISTRATOR TRAIN 
AND REGIONAL ADMINISTRATOR FOR SOUTHEASTERN UNITED STATES 
RAVAN WILL DISCUSS IMPLEMENTATION OF U.S. ENVIRONMENTAL PROGRAM 
AT NATIONAL AND REGIONAL LEVELS. UNDER SECRETARY BARNUM WILL 
GIVE PRESENTATION ON DEVELOPMENTS IN U.S. TRANSPORTATION POLICY. 

FSO BLACKISTON, STATE DEPARTMENT OFFICE OF ENVIRONMENTAL 
AFFAIRS, WILL SPEAK ON UN ENVIRONMENTAL PROGRAM. 

(B) U.S. WOULD BE INTERESTED IN WHAT NEW DIRECTIONS 

ALLIES MIGHT SUGGEST FOR CCMS-TYPE COOPERATION. NATO ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY OZDAS WILL UNDERLINE THIS LATTER POINT IN 
HIS PRESENTATION AND ALSO EMPHASIZE COOPERATION BETWEEN 
NATO SCIENCE COMMITTEE AND CCMS. 

6. POSSIBLE NEW PROJECTS: 

(A) FRG IS PREPARING NEW PILOT STUDY ON AIR POLLUTION 
ASSESSMENT AND MODELING. SINCE FRG PROPOSAL FOR NEW 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PILOT STUDY HAS NOT YET BEEN CIRCULATED TO CAPITALS. IT 
MAY NOT BE POSSIBLE TO ADOPT NEW PILOT STUDY AT PLENARY SESSION 
ITSELF. U.S. HAS ASKED FRG TO INTRODUCE NEW PILOT STUDY 
PROPOSAL AT THE PLENARY AND WILL ENCOURAGE ALLIES TO INDICATE 
THEIR APPROVAL TO NATO SECRETARIAT AT PLENARY OR DURING WEEKS 
FOLLOWING PLENARY, SO NEW PILOT STUDY CAN FORMALLY BEGIN ASAP. 

(B) ACTION FOR BONN: REQUEST EMBASSY APPROACH 
MINISTRY OF INTERIOR TO ASCERTAIN FRG PLANS WITH RESPECT 
TO ADOPTION OF NEW PILOT STUDY. EMBASSY SHOULD REAFFIRM 
U.S. EXPECTATION THAT PILOT STUDY BE PRESENTED AND DIS- 
CUSSED AT PLENARY WITH NATO COUNTRIES SIGNIFYING ACCEPTANCE 
OF PILOT STUDY AT PLENARY OR IMMEDIATELY THEREAFTER. EM- 
BASSY SHOULD POINT OUT THAT THIS SHOULD CAUSE NO PROBLEM 

AS FRG AIR POLLUTION PILOT STUDY ON MODELING IS A DIRECT 
OUTGROWTH OF RECENTLY CONCLUDED U.S.-LED PILOT STUDY IN 
SAME BROAD SUBJECT AREA. ALLIES ARE WELL AWARE OF DETAILS 
OF FRG AIR POLLUTION PILOT STUDY WORK PLAN AND APPROVAL SHOULD 
BE ROUTINE IN NATO CAPITALS. 

7. OTHER POSSIBLE PROJECTS: 
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(A) U.S. WELCOMES NEW INITIATIVES IN CCMS FROM ALLIES 
AND WONDERS WHETHER POSTS ARE AWARE OF ANY OTHER NEW 
PROJECTS WHICH MIGHT BE SUGGESTED AT OCTOBER PLENARY. 

CANADA EARLIER INDICATED INTEREST IN PROPOSING CCMS 
PILOT STUDY REGARDING STRATOSPHERIC JET AIR POLLUTION. 

HOWEVER, THIS PROPOSAL MET WITH VERY STRONG RESISTANCE 
FROM UK AND FRENCH. ANOTHER SUBJECT UNDER CONSIDERATION 
IS USE OF LOW-SPEED TURBINES FOR GENERATING ELECTRICITY 
FROM TIDES AND WAVE ACTION. HOWEVER. THIS PROPOSAL IS 
STILL IN EXPLORATORY PHASE. 

8. PROGRESS OF PILOT STUDIES: 

(A) CANADA WILL PRESENT TO PLENARY FOR ACCEPTANCE 
FINAL REPORT OF INLAND WATER POLLUTION PILOT STUDY 
(AC/274-D/44 REV). A SIMILAR REPORT WAS PRESENTED AT THE 

TURIN PLENARY, BUT CONCEPTUAL DIFFERENCES OVER SCOPE OF RIVER 
BASIN MANAGEMENT LED TO REWORKING OF PROPOSED FINAL REPORT BY 
CANADIAN, FRENCH, BELGIAN, GERMAN, AND U.S. EXPERTS. U.S. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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BELIEVES THAT REVISED DOCUMENT WILL BE UNANIMOUSLY APPROVED 
BY DELEGATES TO CCMS PLENARY. ACTION: AS APPROPRIATE, POSTS 
SHOULD MENTION ADOPTION OF THE INLAND WATER POLLUTION STUDY AND 
REPORT ANY REACTIONS FROM CAPITALS. 

(B) COASTAL WATER POLLUTION - BELGIUM WILL DESCRIBE 

ITS NORTH SEA MODELLING ACTIVITIES AND PROBABLY ANNOUNCE 
PLANS TO HOLD MEETING NEXT SPRING ON OCEAN AND ESTUARY 
MODELLING ACTIVITIES. U.S. WILL EXPRESS ITS INTEREST IN 
PROJECT, EMPHASIZING THAT NO A A IS CONDUCTING SIMILAR STUDIES FOR 
EPA IN THE NEW YORK BIGHT. 

(C) AIR POLLUTION - LOW POLLUTION POWER SYSTEMS DE- 
VELOPMENT (LPPSD)-U.S. WILL PRESENT PROGRESS REPORT AND 
WILL DISCUSS PLANS FOR FRG HOSTED LPPSD TECHNICAL CON- 
FERENCE AND EXPOSITION TO BE HELD IN DUSSELDORF, 

NOVEMBER 4-8. FOUR U.S. LPPSD DEMONSTRATION VEHICLES WILL 
BE DISPLAYED AT CONCLUSION OF MORNING SESSION ON OCTOBER 22 
AT NATO HEADQUARTERS. ACTION: EMBASSIES SHOULD INVITE 
HOST NATIONAL DELEGATES TO INSPECT LPPSD VEHICLES. 

THERE MAY BE LIMITED OPPORTUNITY FOR SOME DELEGATES TO 
TEST-DRIVE LPPSD VEHICLES DURING LUNCH BREAK. 

(D) ADVANCED HEALTH CARE-U.S. WILL PRESENT PROGRESS 
REPORT ON ENTIRE PILOT STUDY. FRG EXPECTED TO TABLE FOR 
DISCUSSION ONLY PROPOSED FINAL REPORT ON ORGANIZED AMBULATORY 
HEALTH SERVICES. U.S. EXPECTS THAT FINAL REPORTS ON ORGANIZED 
AMBULATORY HEALTH SERVICES, SYSTEMATIC ASSESSMENT OF HEALTH 
SERVICES, AND AUTOMATED CLINICAL LABORATORY PROJECTS WILL BE 
ADOPTED AT THE SPRING 1975 CCMS PLENARY. 
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(E) ADVANCED WASTE WATER TREATMENT- WE EXPECT UK WILL 
PRESENT REPORT ON THIS PILOT STUDY. WE ALSO HOPE THAT 
FRENCH WILL PRESENT REPORT ON RECENT SITE VISIT AT COLOMBES. 

U.S. WILL MAKE SHORT STATEMENT IN SUPPORT OF PILOT STUDY. 

(F) URBAN TRANSPORTATION— (1) U.S. WILL PRESENT BRIEF 
OVERVIEW OF INDIVIDUAL PROJECTS IN PILOT STUDY WITH 
MORE DETAILED PRESENTATION ON U.S.-LED PROJECT ON URBAN 
TRAVEL FORECASTING. U.S. WILL INVITE STATEMENTS BY OTHER 
PROJECT LEADERS:

TO MAXIMIZE PILOT STUDY'S IMPACT. U.S. TALKING PAPER ON
